Licensing Conditions for import of (a) fertilizer 
(DAP) and (b) Services necessary for transportation

Section I General Conditions 

I. (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1987-88 of Yen 
600 million (C&F) is intended to be used for financ¬ 
ing payments to Japanese Suppliers for import of 
fertilizer (DAP) and services necessary for transporta¬ 
tion thereof to norts in India. 

I. (ii) The import of fertilizer is covered under 
O.G L. No. 6!85 dated 12-4-85. 

I (iii) The fertilizer (DAP) should be procured 
only from Japan under this Grant Aid. 

I. (iv) The contract should provide for payment 
on cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping docu¬ 
ments by the Japanese Suppliers to the Bank of 
India, Tokyo. It should also provide for the period 
of delivery as follow :— 

“delivery to be completed by 15-3-1989” 


I (v) Te contract value (C&F basis only) should 
be expressed in Yen (fraction of yen should be omit 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s Commission 
if any. In no circumstances the contract value should 
be expressed in any other currency. The FOB cost 
and freight amount should be shown separately but 
it should be clarified in the contract itself whether the 
freight will be payable on actual basis or whether, 
the freight charges indicated therein would be the 
amount payable irrespective of the actual charges.
